The Community School 


Our School is now officially designated one of the six primary schools in the 
county taking part in this experiment. To the people of Bar Hill there is little new 
in the idea of the school premises being used by the public after school hours, since 
from the beginning our building has been regarded as a natural meeting place for all 
the various clubs and societies which a thriving community has brought into existence. 
This caused some difficulties at times from the School's point of view, but from this 
month with the official blessing of Shire Hall, the Managers of the School and a Users' 
Committee our part in the experiment has its beginning. The first priority is to 
provide the school with facilities for adult meetings and we are now able to equip 
our second hall as part-classroom and part-lounge. What an itprovement this will be 
from all those evenings sitting in infant chairs! Secondly, we hope to provide coffee 
from a servery for the benefit of our users. ‘Small beginnings, but other improvements 
will follow as we get under way. To any parents who are worried about the community 
side of our work taking preference over the education of our children, may I say that 
the children will benefit by working and using facilities provided by the community at 
the school, and also that there are 200 children who will come first in educational 
provision before any adult needs are dealt with. 


The growth of the community side of our school will depend on the demands which 
you, as residents of Bar Hill, put upon it. If a group of like-minded peoyle wish to 
band together to follow a joint pursuit or interest, we will do our best to help 


provide the facilities. W.H.S. Norton, Headmaster -
